LONDON, Feb. 28, 10:45 p.m.-— 
Henry James, the novelist, died to- 
day. 
Henry James was born an Ameri- 
can, but died a British subject. In 
July, 1915, he took the oath of al- 


legiance to the crown, explaining that 
he had lived and worked in England 
for forty years and had developed 
such an attachment for the country 
and sympathy with its people that he 
desired to throw his moral t and 
personal allegiance into the British 
Cause in the European war. 

The distinguished novelist, critic 
and playwright was born tee 
York, April 15, 1844. te 
Henry James, Sr., was noted as 
writer on ethics and religion; and his 
younger brother, William, was later 
to become distinguished as 4 
psychologist. The family was 
sessed of an ample fortune, the 
foundation of which was tald by the 
novelist’s grandfather, of Scotch-Irish 
decent, who migrated from Ulster 
soon after the Revolutionary War and 

successful t at Al- 


The education of the future novelist 
was altogether out of the ordinary.

His writings were of the analytical 
and metaphysical school of novelists 
and the full understanding of his work 
was a matter of endless controversy. 
To understand Henry James, was, in 


the popular view, the gift of only a 
privileged few. 
The fact that Mr. James was al- 


ways independent of the need of cater- 
ing to what the public wanted, since 
his fortune was sufficient, enabled 
him to adhere religiously to his own 
principles of romance regardless of 
how popular they might be, Notwith- 
standing this indifference he had, par- 
ticularly among the English people, 
a host readers, who virtually 
formed a cult known as the Jamesites. 
Mr. James is sald to have originated 
the international novel. scenes 
for stories were laid in Furope and 
America, and, as the titles show, they 
covered a wide range of life.

Police Head Asks Council for 
Three Hundred Recruits. 


Wants the Extra Men Now on

Mayor Sebastian said at his home 
last night that he has conferred with 
Chief Snively on the situation and is 
im hearty accord with the Chief's re- 
quest for additional men. 

“Los Angeles may well be proud of 
Its record of police efficiency under 
the double handicap of a territory 
much greater than that of the average 
city of equa) population and the fact 
that the per capita ratio of policemen 
te tnhabitants is so small,” said the 
Msyor. “When I was Chief of Police 
1 ized we needed more men, and 
T urged the Council to provide for a 


larger force. Conditions which led me 
been 


to make those requests have 
made more serious by a combination 
of circumstances set forth in Chief 
Snively’s letter, and I believe his re- 
quests are worthy of serious consid- 

eration—which means support.” 

WOULD KEEP EXTRAS. 
‘Right now, Chief Snively says, there 
fe need for a emall appropriation to 
enable him to continue in service the 
remainder of the fiscal vear the twen- 
ty extra patrolmen granted for the 
winter months. In view of the fact 
that leaves of absence without pay 
have left a smal! surplus in the police 
fund, the Chief says ff the 
Counen will giwe him another $150 he 
can retain the services of the twenty 
extra patrolmen for the desired pe- 
riod. ‘These men, he says, are now 
trained poli en, with uniforms and 
equipment, are all familiar with 
their work and with Police Court pro- 


The reauest of the Chief will go to 
the Council Finance Committee with 
the hearty support of the Mayor and 
the Police Commission, who will urge 
that provision be made immediately 
for retaining the twenty extra patrol- 
men unti] June 80. and that the Bud- 
get Committee will also provide for 
200 extra men for all of next year. 

Members of the Finance Committee 
were noncommittal yesterday as to 
their attitude towards the Chief's re- 
quest. Chairman Wheeler recalled the 
action of the Budget Committee last 
var., when the Chief of Police asked 
for 200 more patrolmen, and the com- 
mittee allowed about twenty more 
men in the salary ordinance. 

The Police Chief's statement to the 
Councti sald, in part: 

T stated in a letter addressed to you 
early last fall that we would have a 
severe winter from a crime stand- 
point, citing numerous reasons, among 
them that the Gan Francisco fair 
would cause a deluge of crooks and 
buneo men to infest this city. That 
prophecy was more than fulfilled. and 
this city today is filled with some of 
the mort daring criminals in the 
States. Wowever, the north- 
ern exposition was not the sole cause 
for this visitation. The other causes. 
not foreseen at the time, came from 
the rigid enforcement by Federal au- 
thorities of the Harrison narcotic law 
and the hordes of most undesirable 
criminals brought to this part of 
Seuthern California by the Tia Juana 
race tracks. The destruction of the 
tracks by the recent flood waters 
forced many of the men living on the 
proceeds of the races into lives of 
crime, and they naturally drifted to 
the larger center of population, Los 
Angeles. 

Another element, one which is en- 
tirely new to us, ts the automobile 
bandit, sald by criminologists to he 
the natural outcome of automobile 
thievery and the case of stealing 
motor vehicles. affording robbers an 
easy mode of operation and escape. 

As for the Federal narcotic law, it 

hes made criminals out of “door-mat” 
thieves and the petty.Jarcenist. Addicts 
of G@rugs, not possessing will power 
sufficient to quit the use of narcotics 
or the desire to quit. feel themselves 
ferced to commit burelary and hich- 
way robbery. Indeed, these addicts 
are our most desperate criminals. vet 
the ease with which the automobile 
bandit finds his mode of operation and 
escape makes him the most daring 
of all criminals with which we have 
hed to deal.

GROTESQUE HUMOR. 


MUTT AND JEFF FAIL TO LIVE 
UP TO BIRTHRIGHT.

Neither Mutt nor Jeff is a twin, al- 
though they come double. That is to 
say, there are Mutt and Jeff by Bud! 
Fisher, inimitable heroes of Mr. Fish- 
er's classic newspaper cartoons of tRe 
rough-house variety.
